Annual School Report. 


We submit the following report of the condition of schools in 
town during the past year. 

The whole number of children in town, as returned by the 
Selectmen, is 100 ; males, 56; females, 44. The whole number of 
scholars that have attended our schools the past year is 80 ; males, 
45; females, 35, of which 1 was less than 5, and ro were more 
than 15 years of age. We know of no person in town between 
the ages of 14 and 21, who cannot read and write. 

The teachers, generally, have exhibited good judgment in the 
management of the several schools under their charge. ‘The moral 
deportment, habits of study and progress of the scholars, in the 
various branches taught, have been highly satisfactory. 

There have been less changes in teachers than usual. Miss 
Chase, Miss Harvey-and Mr. Swasey have taught in town several 
terms before, and we think their work the past year has been well 
done. 

Pupils under their instruction cannot fail to make good ad- 
vancement if they have amy desire to obtain knowledge. 

The first term at the Corner, was taught by Miss Anna M. Cole, 
an experienced teacher. 

The scholars were studious and orderly when we visited the 
school at the commencement of the term. Being unable to be 
present at its close, we cannot speak of the improvement made, 
as far as we can learn, we think she gave good satisfaction. 

Miss ‘Tuck, the teacher at the North, appeared to be well 
adapted to the work.

The school was quite small, but she and her pupils were much 
interested. The discipline was good and at the closing examina- 
tion the scholars did credit to themselves and teacher. 

The average attendance and the number of tardy marks have 
improved upon the reports of past years. While looking over the 
old school registers, in one year we found 714 tardy marks. other 
years 637, 501, and in 1880 there were 242. ‘There were only 52 
the past year. May the number continue to decrease, for it does 
not seem necessary to have any, only in extreme cases. 

Colburn’s arithmetic has been taught in all of the schools, and 
the scholars were much interested in the work, and good progress 
was made. | 

The most of our children are quick to learn, thorough as far as 
they have advanced, and willing to obey the rules of the schools, 
and with such teachers as it has been our good luck to obtain the 
past year, we can seé€ no reason why they should not rank highly 
with those of adjoining towns. 

Many of the scholars at the closing examination were credited 
90, 95, Or 100 per cent. in arithmetic, geography and spelling, 
which was much better than was expected. 

We hope to find more names in the list of pervect attendance 
next year, for we think the children would like to see their names 
printed in the reports as having done as well as the best.
